chines, will not lose by the agreement be- 
tween Thomas G. Plant and the United 
Shoe Machinery Company, according to 
a statement today by John J, Hays, 
manager of the Bresnahan factory. The 
Bresnahan factory employed nearly 400 
men, and the Stanbon factory about 150. 
All of these men were dismissed Satur- 
day, but a few returned today for spe- 
cial work in connection with the changes 
planned. | 

“We expect to take back all of our 
men,” said Manager Heys this morning. 
“In a few days the Bresnahan factory 
will resume business. Whether the ma-

RITERS John Brown’s career 
have confronted with tasks 

calling for extraordinary effort and calm 
consideration. Since 1886 at least five 
important books have appearec. 
with the subject. The most recent work 
of its kind is by Oswald Garrison Vil- 
lard, editor and publisher of the 
York Evening Post. His “John Brown, a 
Biography Fifty Years After,” per- 
haps, the most pretentious volume of the 
half dozen now extant. If careful inves- 
tigation, ripe experience and unbiased in- 
tention carry weight and blend for a pur- 
pose in a book, the author of this biog- 
raphy is entitled to consideration. 

At the outset it is apparent that the 
author fully realized the huge task con- 
fronting him. His preface is no sum- 
mary of what is to follow. Mr. Villard 
is content with remarking that 50 
years after the momentous event he be- 
lieved the hour ripe for an extended bi- 
ography. He takes it for granted thut 
such a biography must be written with- 
out bias. He says he champions no man 
or set of men. Panegyrics he finds void 
of good taste, but equall; the author 
desires to keep free from that blind pre- 
judice which sees in John Brown nothing 
but a destroyer of authority. 

John Brown was born May 9, 1800, at 
Torrington, Litchfield county, Conn. In 
a letter to the young son of his benefac- 
tor, George Luther Stearns, the subject of 
Mr. Villard’s book, on July 15, 1857, 
writing from Red Rock, Ia., tells about 
his early years. The wording is plain, 
to the point and informing. In fact, 
much of the knowledge which the author 
displays regarding John Brown comes, 
it appears, from this miniature autobi- 
ography. Avoiding the personal pronoun

Villard’s 589 pages, 
and index, the writer makes 
elfort at literary display. It is a 
narrative pure and simple. Beginning 
With the chapter “The Moulding of the 
Man” there come successively “Ilis Great- 
or Principal Object,” “In Wake 
of the War Cloud,” “The Captain of the 
Liberty Guards” and further along “New 
Old Visions,” ‘Guilty Before 
the Law” and “Yet Shall He Live.” Per 
haps “In the Wake of the War Cloud” 
is the most compelling chapter since it

It is plain that in writing his book 
Mr. Villard has been entirely honest in 
his intention. Reference has already 
been made to other works which, casting 
aside fair piay and no favor, have been 
devoted to expounding John Brown as a 
model of virtue. However that may be, 
and however earnestly the author in the 
present instance has labored to strike the 
necessary balance, it would seem from a 
careful reading of the pages that he leans 
somewhat toward John Brown. At the 
same time, the following from the chap- 
ter devoted to the events at Potta- 
watomie would indicate his desire to tell 
the truth as be sees it: 


“In the light of all the evidence now 
accumulated the truth would seem to be 
cuat John Brown came to Kansas bring- 
ing arms and ammunition, eager to fight 
and convinced that force alone could save 
mamas. . . > 
the polls within three days of his arrival 
in Kansas . . . and he was bitterly dis- 
appointed that the Wakarusa ‘war’ ended 
without a single conflict. Thereafter he 
believed that a collision was inevitable 
in the spring, and Jones and Donaldson 
prov-d him to be correct. Fired with 
indignation at the wrongs he witnessed 
on every hand, impelled by the Covenan- 
ter’s spit that made him so strange a 
figure in the nineteenth century and be- 
lieving fully that there should be an eye 
for an eye and a tooth fora tooth. , 
And alwaye it must not be- forgotten 
that his motives were wholly unselfish, 
and that his aims were nore other than 
the freeing of a race.

In closing his description of what 
happened on the Pottawatomie, Mr. Vil 
lard writes the following, perhaps one 
of the really striking instances in the 
work which proclaim the author anxious 
to give every one his due: 

“From the point of ethics, John 
Brown's crime on the Pottawatomie can- 
not be successfully palliated or excused. 
It must ever remain a complete indict- 
ment of his judgment and wisdom; a 
dark blot upon his memory; a _ proof 
that, however self-controlled, he had 


life, nor a knowledge that 
never make a right. Call 
him a Cromwellian trooper, with the 
Old Testament view of the way of 
treating one’s enemies, as did James 
Freeman Clarke, if you please; it is 
nevertheless true that Brown lived in 
the nineteenth century and was prop- 
erly called upon to conform to its stand- 
ards of morals and right living. What 
would become of society if it permitted 
all whose spirits would hark back to the 
modes of life of other times and other 
morals to have their way?... * 


“For John Brown no pleas can be made 
that will enable him to escape coming 
before the bar of historical judgment. 
There his wealth of self-sacrifice and 
the nobility of his aims do not avail 
to prevent a complete condemnation of 
his crime or a just penalty for his tak- 
ing human life without warrant or au- 
thority. If he deserves to live in his- 
tory it is not because of his. . . acts 
on the Pottawatomie, but despite them.” 


The bibliography of John Brown has 
reference to many documents and other 
manuscripts.

Society, the Historical Society of Penn- 
sylvania has the Dreer manuscript col- 
lection. The Boston public librery owns 
the almost priceless Thomas Wentworth 
Higginson collection of manuscripts and 
letters written by John Brown and his 
New England allies regarding his en- 
terprises. Scattered among other libra- 
ries and public institutions is more ma- 
terial to which Mr. Villard considers 
himself indebted for his conclusions. 

Of the lighter literature anent the 
events of the middle fifties and the Kan- 
sas exploits of John Brown and his 
minute men, the greater part gives first 
place to the Harpers Ferry tragedy. Ac- 
cording to the present aceount of the 
circumstances that led up to the raid 
John Brown in August, 1854, wrote his 
sons, who were then planning to combat 
slavery by settling in Kansas as free 
state men, that he could not join them 
because he felt a call to duty in another 
section ef the country. “Evidently the 
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‘practical shepherd,” the author 
“now clearly realized what was his great 
eat object in life and was devoting him 
self to it.

That 
Mrs. Browning rose to such heights in 
spite of her deperglence upon the affec- 
tions is clearly because she found in her 
love also the inspiration to her work. 
George Eliot, England’s other greatest 
woman writer, had this same support of 
an understanding love around her, a love 
that worked with her to her own ends 
of art. That such a full companionship 
did not exist in Mrs. Moulton’s life is 
clear from the fact that a large part 
of her time was spent in Europe where 
London was home to her and her circle 
of intimates as close as the beloved 
Boston group.

Mrs. Moulton’s absorption in a social 
life is plain from the hurried jottings 
of her days. Her crown was even more 
preeminently that of friend than poet. 
She could never refuse herself to any 
who claimed her,—-witness the following 
outcry, often repeated in her diary 
pages: 

“Letters, letters, letters, to answer. 

Oh, dear, it seems to me that the whole 
of my life goes in writing letters. I 
wrote what seemed necessary letters.till 
1 p. m. Oh, what shall I do, these 
letters are ruining my life,” 


Here was the responsive, sensitive, lov- 
ing heart that would answer every appeal 
for the personal touch at the sacrifice, 
one assumes, of the even greater gift she 
might have given to all. 

Other snatches from her diary record 
very little of the wonderful life she must 
have had in daily intimate association 
with all the gifted and high thinking 
folk among whom she moved. There is 
mostly the jotting of engagements, with 
mere mention of having had a delightful 
talk with this or that celebrity. If she 
had given herself more breathing space 
before God, might she have won herself 
to the solution of the problem she was 
always bringing to her friends’ deeper | — 
wisdom,—that eager questioning of the 
“future life,” if it be joy and progress 
that wait beyond the final scene of 
earthly experience? She wrote, “To me 
the outlook darkens as I draw nearer the 
end.” Browning said: 


“The rest may reason and welcome, 
’Tis we musicians know.” 


And throughout Mrs. Browning’s writings 
is the conscious knowledge of God and 
of immortality .plainly unfolded.

This arrangement saves not only time but 
fuel, and the same plan may be followed in| 
cooking meat.

When you are 
preparing to cook either a pot or an oven roast, 
purchase a large one, for it will consume very 
little extra fuel in the cooking, and what is left 
from the first meal can be worked over into 
numerous dishes fully as tasty as the first one. 
Do you always plan an oven meal when you are 
roasting meat? Potatoes may be browned with 
the meat, escalloped corn or tomatoes, macaroni 
or spaghetti with cheese be baked for vegetable, 
pudding or pie for dessert—all for one gas bill. 

Mason jars labeled are good for keeping pan- 
try supplies classified and easily found when you 
need them 

In the sewing room try having a chiffonier. 
A very cheap pine one will do. Use the top 
drawer for needles, buttons, pins, tapes, bones, 
etc. The thousand and one things that are al- 
ways being lost. Use one drawer for mending, 
mane for.new materials and one for remnants which 
have been left when you are sewing. All of 
this is little or no trouble to arrange and think 
of the time saved when you know just where 
to look for any given article! 

Don’t go over the same ground several times 
each day. When you are working in one part 
of the house get all of the work in that part 
done and then go to another room and finish 
there. Have broom, dust cloths, dust pans and 
an entire cleaning outfit upstairs and you will 
be saved constant running up and down stairs. 

All of these things are simple, but they save 
many steps during the year and much time that 
might be used to better advantage resting, reading 
or in recreation. 


Helps for the Worker in the 
Laundry 


Ye buckets and ting can be cleaned with 
, kerosene and then hot water and soap. Al- 
wavs rinse a fabric treated with chloride of lime, 
oxalic, salt and lemons, Javelle water, etc. 
thoroughly in cold water or the chemicals will 
‘eat the fabric. 

For starching fine articles, as Swiss, 
lawn, organdy, etc., use fine rice starch. 

Linen that is laid away becomes, like lace 
' and silk, yellowish in tint, which may be partly 
removed in the washing, but it may also be 
avoided by wrapping the linen in dark blue tissue 
paper after it has been washed and ironed as 
usual. An old sheet answers the same purpose 
if heavily blued. 

Garments which are being washed ip flour 
must be treated exactly ag if they were in the 
washtub. They must be lifted out with as much 
flour in the folds as possible and rolled in a clean 
towel for a day. A good shaking and ironing 
will restore them. 

Wash-leather gloves require yellow soap and 
lukewarm water—not hot. They shovld be dried 
on the hands or on wooden trees if possible, or 
iri the sun or close to a fire. Like flannels the 
quicker they dry the better.

In the Sewing Room 


For buttonholes that show it 1s a good plan to 
fage with a double strip of material. It may look 
a little clumsier at first, but it is less unsightly 
than darned or torn puttonholes. In the same 
way buttonholes should be sewed on with small 
extra squares of material underneath. 

In working, stay the buttonholes by overcast- 
‘img closely, also by long bars of the thread on 
the outside. Be careful to work the corners 
closely, as it ia here where the strain comes, yet 
they are often merely drawn together with a 
stitch or two, says the Washington Herald. 

When the buttonholes of sweater or knitted 
coat pull out of shape sew a piece of tape or rib- 
bon on the underside. Out out under the button- 
holes and overcast loosely to prevent raveling. If 
the buttonhole seems to have weakened as well as 
stretched, it can be reworked through the sweater 
and the ribbon both. 


Choosing a Carpet 


When choosing a carpet, if economy must be 
studied, select one with small pattern and of 
rather a light color. The small pattern cuts to 
greater advantage, for there is less waste in 
matching the desigh as the breadths are sewn 
together; and when the wool begins to wear the 
light color will not contrast so strongly against 
the string foundation as it would if it were many 
shades darker ip tone. 


Cheap Floor Polish 


_ A cheap floor polish may be made by saving 
all the ends of candles, putting them in a jar 
and melting them on a stove. Mix the wax 
with enough turpentine to make a soft paste 
and you have an excellent polish for linoleum, 
ete., which will hardly cost you anything. Many 
people prefer this polish to beeswax and tur- 
pentine.

In the morning, put the clear juice into 
a clean jelly bag and let hang as long 
as it drips. Never squeeze with the 
hands if you wish a clear jelly. Meas- 
ure the fruit juice and allow three- 
fourths of a pint of sugar to a pint of 
juice. Put the sugar into the oven to 
heat and put the juice into a preserving 
kettle and let heat slowly. When it 
boils remove to the back of the stove, 
skim, add the heated sugar and stir 
until it is dissolved. Let boil again and 
skim. Do this three or four times. Then 


on a saucer and setting it in the re- 
frigerator to cool.

The arrangement of cut flowers should 
be carefully considered in order to bring 
out the best effects. In the days of our 
grandmothers they were packed in rows, 


one round about the other, as tight as 
they could be bound. London introduced 
the fashion, of the long-stemmed loose 
arrangement. Boston was the first to 
take it up on this continent and now 
nothing else is known. 


But it has taken a long while to‘get 
away from the thought of packing, for 
while they have not been packed they 
have been massed. To get the best effect 
each blosom should stand by itself, its 
individual grace and beauty are lost 
when held closely with a lot of others. 
Often flowers can be thrust loosely into 
a vase or jar, each one serving to support 
the other, but when this cannot be done 
a little framework should be used for 
holding each in its place. There are 
several kinds to be had. Some are made 
of wire fitting over the mouth of the 
jar. Some are of glass to be placed 
Linside and there are also little bronzed 
Japanese turtles. For jardinieres florists 
use dried smilax stems twisted together 


and put inside, the water poured over all. |” 


If cleaned and dried after each using 
they will last a long time. 

The arrangement should be governed 
largely by the place the flowers are to 
occupy. Again the flowers themselves 


| should be consulted in giving them posi- 


tion. The color of the blossoms and that 
of. the environment both should be con- 
sidered, each with reference to the other. 
Foliage always enhances their beauty. 
Where possible, their own alone should 
be used, but when that cannot be some 
friendly admixture is permissible. Ferns 
are always good, especially maidenhair, 
which are to a flower as lace is to a 
dress. | 

It is well not to attempt to mingle 
flowers. It requires the eye of an artist 
to do it successfully. When it is done 
no better guide to it can\be found than 
the wild growth of the wayside where 
colors and blossoms blend in daring har- 
mony. It is always safe to confine each 
cluster to one kind of flower and one 
color. Glass is always good for holding 
them, and the basketry or basket-cov- 
ered vases that have lately come into 
use shows them to advantage. Pottery 
should be carefully selected as to shape 
and color; both of which should be sub-

an Article on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON--—The national mone- 
tary commission has just issued a vol- 
ume entitled “The Or'gin and Evolution 
of the National Banking System.” This 
book, the work of Andrew MeFarland 
Davis, the well known historian, em- 
bodies the results of a study from orig- 
inal manuscripts of the motives whieh 
led to the establishment of our national 
banking system. 

The origin of the system, according 
to the author, is probably found in the 
same idea from which came, in 1838, the 
New York “free-banking” law. This 
permitted the banks of that state to 
issue notes secured by the deposit of 
state bonds. The success of this system, 
also adopted by a number of other states, 
naturally attracted the attention of the 
man whose insistence the author believes 
finally brought about the passage of the 
national banking law—-Salmon PI. Chase, 
Lincoln’s secretary of the treasury. 

“The first proposition on record which 
can be quoted as suggestive of a na- 
tional banking.system ather than that of 
a central national bank was made as 
early as 1815. A Frenchman traveling in 
this country from south to north expe- 
rienced Joss and discomfort from the de- 
preciation of the bank notes into which 
he had converted his funds. He found 
that these conditions increased as he 
journeyed farthef and farther from the 
place where the notes were emitted. His 
trials furnished the foundation for an ar- 
ticle which was published in Philadelphia 
in the Analectic Magazine, in which arti- 
cle relief was suggested for this state of 
affairs through a uniform currency which 
might be based upon United States 
stocks, the use of which for this pur- 
pose would, as the writer of the article 
phrased it, give ‘a new prop to the se- 
curity’ of these stocks, by which he prob- 
ably meant that their market value 
would be correspondingly increased wit); 
this additional use. This article was 
signed ‘W.,’ and 50 years later a con- 
tributor to the Historical Magazine res- 
cued it from oblivion of the pages of the 
Analectic Magazine and republished it 
with the comment that 23 years after its 
appearance New York adopted the plan, 
and that when the national banking sys- 
tem was created substantially the same 
arguments were used.” , 

In 1860 the country was still without 
a satisfactory circulating medium. The 
actual amount of gold in circulation was 
insignificant. A traveler would find it 
almost impracticable to carry coin and 
would be forced to equip himself with 
bank notes of uncertain value. In his 
memoirs Jay Cooke estimated that 
“$50,000,000 per annum would not cover 
the loss to the people of this country 
growing out of broken banks, counter- 
feits, altered notes and cost of exchange 
between different points.” 

Secretary Chase was a hard-money 
man. His inaugural address as Gover- 
nor of Ohio in 1856 makes this clear: 
“A sound and sufficie:.’ currency is in- 
dispensable to the welfai. of every civ- 
ilized community. The best practicable 
currency, in my judgment, would be a 
currency of coin, admitting the use of 
large notes only for the convenience of 
commerce. Such a currency, however, is 
only attainable through the legislation of 
Congress and the action of the general 
government.” 

It was during the summer of 1861, 
while deep in the problems of war 
finance, that Mr. Chase came to realize 
the benefits to be derived from “the

The merits of his new plan, as Mr. | 
Chase states them in his report, were 
that the people, “in their ordinary 
business, would find the advantages of 
uniformity in currency; of uniformity 
‘in security; of effectual safeguard, if 
effectual safeguard is possible, against 
depreciation; and of protection from! 
losses on discounts and exchanges; while 
in the operations of the government the 
people would find the further advantage 
of a large demand for government securi- 
ties; of ingreased facilities for obtaining 
the loans required by the war; and of 
some alleviation of the burdens on in- 
dustry through a diminution of the rate 
of interest or a participation in the 
profit of circulation without risking the 
peril of a great money monopoly. A 
further and important advantage to the 
people may be reasonably expected in 
the increased security to the Union 
springing from the common interest in 
its preservation created by the distribu- 
tion of its stocks to associations through- 
out the country as a basis of circula- 
tion.” 

This plan, Mr. Davis says, once 
launched by Secretary Chase, was stead- 
fastly adhered to, in spite of very great 
opposition from state banks and other 
interests, until Congress gave him the 
national banking law. One of those who 
supported him was Alphonso Taft of 
Cincinnati, the father of the President 
of the United States. On December 11 
he wrote Mr. Chase, complimenting him 
upon his report and saying that if Con- 
gress should adopt his recommendations 
it would in itself be no inconsiderable 
compensation for the war. 


WASHINGTON—The operations of 
the Payne-Aldrich law for one year show’ 
that the average ad valorem rate of duty! 
paid on imports of all classes was 1.66, 
per cent lower than under the Dingley: 
law, which was in force for the previ« 
ous year. The comparison was made by 
the bureau of statistics of the depart<‘ 
ment of commerce and labor for the 
years ended June 30, 1909 and 1910. 

The recent revision of the tariff has 
been the subject of so much dissension | 
in political circles that these figures are | 
expected to attract wide attention. The | 
comparison deals with the eleven great. 
groups of imports—lumber, sugar, fruits | 
and nuts, liquors, chemicals, silk manu-/| 
factures, cotton manufactures, iron and | 
steel, tobacco, wool manufactures and | 
fibers and manufactures—which aggre- 
gate about two thirds of the total duti- 
able imports into the United States. 

It is shown by the comparison that, 
goods worth more than $100,000 were 
imported in 1910 under the new law in | 
excess of the total in 1909, under the 
Dingley law; that the revenues in the | 
last year exceeded those of 1909 by about | 
$30,000,000, and that the average ad 
valorem rate of duty paid was only 41.49, ' 
as compared with 43.15 under the old! 
law. 


Little headway was made during 1862. 
Mr. Chase, however, was becoming more 
and more convinced of the vital import- 
ance of his measure. He renewed his 
recommendations, stating that owing to 
their freedom from control the banks 
were enabled to meet every demand upon 
them by new emissions of notes, thus in- 
creasing their depreciation with every 
loan that might be effected through 
them. His anxiety over the adoption 
of his plan may be seen from a letter 
written to the banker John J. Cisco on 
Dec. 10, 1862. “I am firmly convinced,” 
he said, “that the adoption ‘or non- 
adoption of this plan is the turning 
point of credit or discredit. If it be 
adopted, the finances can be placed on 
a firm and satisfactory footing. If it be 
not adopted, the finances are delivered 
rudderless, to be tossed helplessly on 
the gulf of irredeemable currency by 
conflicting gusts of opinion until the 
inevitable wreck.” 

In the opinion of the author, the 
final passage of the act of Feb. 25, 1863, 
Mr. Chase owed to Senator John Sher- 
man, perhaps, more than to any other 
person. Hig support was secured at a 
time when the Hooper bill, introduced 
in the House, was meeting with opposi- 
tion greater than it could overcome.

It has developed, also, that while strikes may have influenced 
these advances in some instances, they have been made voluntarily 
in a majority of cases, and frequently without regard to the effect 
which they would have upon the payment of dividends. They were 
made mostly, it 1s stated, upon anticipations that have not been fully 
realized. The first of these was the belief that with the change of 
administration at Washington there would follow a more liberal 
treatment of the corporations; the second was the belief that there 
would be such growth in the volume of business as to justify the 
increased expenditures. 

The increases in wages so far made have not met the demands 
of all railroad employees. At the present time there are under 
consideration numerous proposals from various labor organizations 
for readjustment of the scale of remuneration, and it is announced 
with great positiveness that not only can no further advances be 
made but that there must be a cutting down of present wages in 
all departments unless the lines be permitted to increase their 
freight rates. 

The most interested party to this discussion, of course, is the 
general: public. In the last analysis it is the public that pays the 
freight rates, the dividends, the wages. So far, save in a most 
indirect way, the public has not been consulted with relation to the 
situation. It ought to be, and it ought to have such representation 
that its views with regard to this whole matter may be fully and 
clearly set forth. It is the public’s particular concern that labor 
shall be justly compensated, that capital shall be justly rewarded

and that the machinery of distribution shall be unhampered by ° 


unnecessary restrictions or exactions. The points at issue can be 
equitably adjusted with regard for the rights and interests of 
all concerned.

San Francisco and New Orleans. Both of these cities have been 
drawing upon all of their resources to meet the demand for a 
financial guarantee that will be satisfactory to Congress. City, 
county and state have united in support of San Francisco, as have 
city, parish and state in support of New Orleans. In both cases 
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private citizens and public service corporations have subscribed 
liberally. It would be difficult to say which of the two has exhibited 
the greater civic pride. 

There must inevitably be an alignment of the states next winter 
on this proposition, and it will be interesting from this time forward 
to watch the course of sentiment and up and down the 
country with relation to the claims of the two principal rivals. 

It is, perhaps, only to be expected that the middle West should 
already show signs of favoring New Orleans. ‘There is a very 
strong sentiment throughout that section in favor of the lakes-to-gulf 
deep waterway. Although discouraged somewhat by the attitude 
of the national government, there is no reason to doubt that the 
sentiment behind the praject will eventually lead the states to take 
individual action looking to the prosecution of the enterprise. In 
this matter there must be a friendly alliance of all Mississippi valley 
states, and it is hardly to be wondered that even now this alliance 
gives promise of manifesting itself in favor of an undertaking in 
which one of the states, if not the entire gulf. section, is deeply 
interested. 

The holding of the Panama exposition at New Orleans, it is 
calculated, will acquaint the country with the possibilities of the 
deep waterway project. This would be an advantage, from a 
middle western point of view. But just how the eastern states will 
regard it is yet to be seen. It may be that they will throw their 
strength to California, which is engaged in no plans looking to the 
diversion of the stream of transportation.

Hannibal, the Carthaginian chieftain, once 
lel a struggling army 
mountain ranges in fifteen days and 
eRe igs subdued the Spaniards. More than 2000 
vears later Napoleon Bonaparte traversed the tamous Simplon pass 
in two weeks, reaching Milan and surprising the Austrians. A little 
more than 100 vears afterward, Chavez, borne on the wind in 
a delicate mechanical contrivance, covers the most difficult portion 
of the trans-Alpine journey in forty minutes. ‘ 
Failing to reach the objective point attained by the French 
warrior, Chavez vet made the most wonderful trip in ancient or 
modern chronicles. And though the marches of Hannibal and 
Napoleon were tremendously important im their bearing on 
subsequent world events, they pale in present-day significance when 
compared with the achievement of this young Peruyian. Over the 
snow-capped heights richly endowed with classic lore swept the 
daring youth and his fragile monoplane, bound toward a $20,000 
prize, which proved elusive. With. the utmost confidence he 
undertook to do what may yet place his name beside those of two

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WHETHER with the commendable purpose of 
diverting the public mind from regular,
